Some four weeks ago the different 
printers in town were asked to esti­ 
mate upon the printing of 10,000 tax 
receipts and a copy was furnished 
them. 
Only halt a day was given, but 
nevertheless the GAZETTE and another 
paper put in bids. 
The same were 
not opened, however, and when the 
editor of the 
GAZETTE asked the 
reason why he was informed by Presi­ 
dent Rickard that he had already 
given the Work to the Advocate. A 
little further investigation divulged the 
fact that 
President 
Rickard had 
awarded the contract to the Advocate 
for $60. 
The bid (which was un­ 
opened) of the GAZETTE was $56. 


As the President of the Board had 
been given the power to purchase nec­ 
essary supplies, we said nothing about 
it, although we think that printing does 
not come under the head of purchas­ 
ing supplies, and the chances are that 
it would never have been mentioned 
were it not for the fact that at the last 
meeting of the Board a bill was pre­ 
sented for the $60, for printing the re­ 
ceipts and was ordered paid by the 
Finance Committee arid the warrant 
for the same was drawn. There would 
be no trouble as far as this was con­ 
cerned if it were not for the fact that 
the town was paying for something 
that it had not then nor has yet 
received. 


Neither the Finance Committee nor 
the Board of Trustees arc to be blamed 
for this as the bill-was marked as cor­ 
rect although the Tax Collector, Mr. 
Squires, says that he never O K'd the 
bill. 
We know that the books have 
not yet been delivered.,as .the work 
Was done hf J. B. Mclntyre of San 
Francisco, whom the Advocate objects 
to as a bondsman for the GAZETTE, 
and they are still there awaiting the 
payment of the bill by the Advocate 
to take them out 


The GAZETTE asks only for fair play 
and a chance to compete for the job 
printing of the town. It will, however, 
see that the fast decaying'Advocate, 
delivers the goods before' it gets its 
pay. -

BUSINESS IMPROVING. 


T H E California Weather and Crop 
Service at Sacramento, in its weekly 
report, says 
that the production of 
fruits of all kind will be fair. The 
grape yield promises to be a light one, 
excepting the white varieties, which 
will give nearly a full crop, especially 
so with muscats. 
Last week's weather 
was favorable to all crops for continu 
ous hot weather is now wanted to give 
color and flavor, thus showing to bet­ 
ter advantage in the market,

There is certainly air advance all 
along the line in business if anything 
can be judged from our eastern ex­ 
changes. The first branch of industry 
to fed an improvement was that of 
iron and steel. 
The building of ships 
ot these metals has been 
commenced 
in the merchant service in the United 
States. 
This' gives an increased dc 
mand in addition to that which may be 
called for government purposes. 


Again there has been started quite a 
latge„m>ouat of new railroad work and 
this has given another push to the 
iron business. 
These being all addi­ 
tional to the ordinary run of trade 
makes the demand so great that the 
marketcani.ot be immediately supplied. 
Men in business with ordinary foresight 
soon see prices are bound to advance 
and they begin to order supplies which 
crowds the supply still harder and the 
consequence is prices go up. 


These advances in the prices of ma 
terial has had the effect of not only in­ 
creasing wages but has made a strong 
demand for labor. 
This labor has 
been idle fot a long time and its sup­ 
plies must be replenished. A demand 
bas been created for cotton goods to 
such an extent that the advanced 
prices in this line of goods is also well 
sustained. 
The circles which the peb­ 
ble makes keeps extending and soon 
all branches will feel the effect ol the 
upward movement until the cry of hard 
times will no longer be heard in the 
land. 
The sound is in the east and in 
course of time will reach the Pacific 
Coast 
In a short time now the con­ 


struction of the Vajley road will be 
under 
way and the distribution of 
large amounts of money each month 
will surety be felt everywhere. The 
Southern Pacific is disbursing more or 
less money in new construction.

Every mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indians, 
not taxed, 
must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


S E C . 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the nrglect or refusal of such persons to pay 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
perspnal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a-fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the Oounty Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment.

That the publlo health and 00m- 
fort of the Town of Berkeley, requires the ap­ 
pointment by the Health Officer of the Town of 
Berkeley of a oompetent plumber, as Sanitary 
Inspeotor of all plumbing in houses ereoted or 
to be ereoted In Berkeley. 


Seotion 2. That this Board does hereby create 
suoh offloe of Sanitary Inspeotor of plumbing In 
Berkeley, and hereby provides that the said 
Sanitary Inspeotor of plumbing shall have the 
following duties: Be shall be ifnder the direc­ 
tion of the Health Offloer of Berkeley, and shall 
Inspect and approve or disapprove. In writing, 
tbe plans and specifications of all buildings, 
both publlo and private, hereafter erected In 
the Town ot Berkeley, so far as suoh plans and 
speoifloations affeot or oonoern the drainage or 
plumbing of suoh houseB and report his aoMons 
to said Health Offloer.
